RUSHES TROOPS 
10 NICARAGU 


Collier Justin Has Reached 
Corinto With 350 Ma-: 
rines Aboard 


SHELLING OF MANAGUA 
NOT 10 BE TOLERATED 


Some U. S. Marines Are AIl- 
ready in Besieged Capital 
and the Additional Force Is 
to Be Used to Stop the 
Bombardment--Vivid Picture 
of the Conflict. 


Washington, August 15.—The collier 
the state department learned, 
arrived at Corinto yesterday 
090 marines under command of 
Smedley Butler, who reported 
at once to Captain Tervane, command- 
ing. the gunboat Annaplis, who has 


been given full authority to deal with 
the military situation in Nicaragua as 
it affects American interests, It is be- 
lieved this marine force was at once 
dispatched to Managua, a six-hours’ 
railroad run from Corinto. 

How this force wil] be used depends 
entirely upon the will of American 
Minister Weitzel. He has already pro- 
tested to the rebels against bombard- 
ment of Managua, filled as it is with 
women and children and non-combat¢ 
ants. If his force is not sufficient to 
stop the bombardment officials feel 
assured that he will hold the city until 
reinforcements from Panama or the 
bluejackets of the Denver, now en 
route to Corinto, can be placed at his 
disposal. 

United States Won't Stand for It. 

The state department has let it be 
understood that it does no propose to 
tolerate this lawless shelling and kill- 
ing of helpless women and children 
and endangering American lives and 
seizing and destroying American prop- 
erty. The officials are quite emphatic 
in pointing out that General Mena, the 
head of the revolution, has completely 
alienated the sympathies of this gov- 
ernment by his conduct of the re- 
bellion. 

Belated cablegrams received at the 
State department from American Min- 
ister Weitzel give a vivid picture of 
the conflict at Managua, which began 
last Sunday morning when General 
Zeledon, in command of the _ rebel 
forces around Managua opened fire on 
the city from the vicinity of Momo- 
tombo. 

At 4 o’clock in the afternoon insur- 
gent officers, General Murillo ang Col- 
onel Rosetran attacked the peniten- 
tiary with infantry and rapid-fire guns 
in an attempt to liberate the prisoners 
and at 8 o'clock 100 men under cover 
of artillery fire attempted to enter the 
city from the lake and were repulsed 
and thirty of them captured. Through- 
out the night firing continued at in- 
tervals. Of the rebels, Zeledon had 
700, Thomas 600 and Murillo 500. while 
the government force under General 
Emiliano Chamorra, was about 3,509. 
The government firing line under com- 
mand of General Frutos Belanco, facea 
Zeledon’s division and received the 
brunt of the firing. 

The Attack Renewed. 


At 6 o'clock Monday morning Zele- 
don renewed the attack, firing shell 
and solid shot from a 3-inch rifle called 
the “Heraldo,” into the city at the 
rate of twenty an hour, directed prin- 
cipally towards the president’s palace. 
Only one projectile reacheg the execu- 
tive mansion. The president and his 
cabinet continued to perform their offi- 
cial duties.

They Burn Railway Equipment 
They Cannot Use, 


Followers of Orozco Are Mov- 
ing to the South to Escape 
the Advancing’ Federals. 
Evacuation of the City Was 
Orderly. 


Juarez, Mexico, August 15.—Prepara- 
tions for the evacuation of Juarez be- 
gan tonight and the first train was 
dispatched over the Mexican Central 
railroad for the south. The last train 
expected to leave at midnight, de- 
populating Juarez of rebel saldiers. 
The citizens’ vigilance committee is 
ready to take charge until the arrival 
of federal troops. 

The last train will 
Orozco and staff officers. 
at Orozco’s headquarters late tonight 
that an attempt would be made to en- 
ter Sonora by a flank movement be- 
hind the advancing federals who are 
said to number 7,000 and who today 
reached Guzman, only 60 miles south- 
west of Juarez. This daring movement 
on the part of Orozco is planned, it is 
asserted, to avert the danger of pass- 
ing directly to the west and yet to 
connect with the rebel leaders in So- 
nora and make for the west coast. 

A band played a farewell concert 
in the plaza tonight as the rebel sol- 
diers ran@fere and there packing their 
belongings.

Fearing a repetition of looting, 
merchants closed their shops.

LEGISLATIVE CHILD’S PLAY. 


On the last day of the session of the géneral assembly one

| This bill had already passed the senate by a practically unani- 
‘mous vote. It was the product of the labor of a special joint com- 
mittee which sat at frequent intervals during the past vear and 
which had in view the throwing of additional safeguards around 
the bank deposits of the people of Georgia. 

The measure was strictly in line with modern banking reg- 
ulations and would have been a far-reaching step toward the 
establishment of an advanced system of bank regulation in Georgia. 

And yet the measure was killed because the all important 
question of who should have the right to appoint the senate pages 
stood in the way! 

Such incidents strikingly illustrate one of the evils of the 
present system of making laws in this state: each house spends 
forty-seven and one-half of the fifty days considering its own meas- 
ures, and only then takes up the measures of the other for two 


‘and a half days because, under the law, it would be us@less tor 


it to deal with any more of its own. 

They folly of this proceeding is apparent; it is absurd for one 
house even to attempt to consider in a few hours, measures to 
which the other has given weeks. The criticism applies with 
less force to the senate than to the house; for the former, being a 
smaller and more compact body, transacts its business far more 
expeditiously. 

But: each house should have, and should be required to take, 
ample time for the careful consideration of the matters sent it by

cia gets all the legislation it wants or needs and more. 
but here is an instance in point—the banking revision bill—which 
indicates clearly that there is something radically wrong with the 
present system. 

No one would advocate an extension of the fifty-day limit 
and the substitution of the unbridled sessions of former days; bui 
there is a remedy and, we believe, an effective one, without neces- 
sity for reversion to the old regime.

Georgia's department of agriculture has been taken from the 
hands of the politician and restored to the people. 

In the passage of the Ault bills, the result of the work of the 
special committee to which was entrusted investigation and re- 
vision of the department, the legislature has made impossible any 
further indiscriminate and unlimited appointments to well-paid 
positions, the chief labor attached to which often consisted solely 
in the signing of the pay roll. : 

By a little resolution of a year ago calling attention to abuses 
in the department, the Cedar Valley Farmers’ club, of Polk coun- 
tv, has rendered the state a service beyond anything it perhaps 
dreamed of when the resolution was passed. 

Representative E. 5. Ault, ot Polk, took up that resolution 
and carried it to the legislature. The Constitution got in behind 
him vigorously, demanding remedial investigation. The _ history 
of the passage of the resolution calling for investigation by the 
house and senate, although it at first evoked strenuous protest and 
opposition from the department, is familiar. The investigation 
followed, and the efforts set in motion by the Polk county farmers 
have been translated into effective law which will make the de- 
partment what it was designed to be—a bureau oft assistance and 
protection to the farmer and the general public. — 

So long had the department been used in the building of 
political machinery, that the abuse cried aloud for correction. 

Hundreds of fertilizer and oil inspectors were appointed to 
sinecures with no other purpose than that their energies should 
be directed to the political advancement of one man.  Depart- 
mental system was not alone extravagant, but too often loose and 
inefficient; the state had no guarantee even regarding that portion 
of the funds coming to it after the army of inspectors had been 
paid. 

The Ault bills have brought remedy tor conditions which 
had become impossible. Fertilizer inspectors are limited to six 
for general purposes, with an allowance of not exceeding forty in 
the rush season. Oil inspectors are limited to ten and their fees 
materially reduced. Fees must go direct to the treasury and in- 
spectors be paid on warrant; no more will they take their share 
first and give the state what is left. 

Thousands of dollars will thus be saved to the ‘state annually 
tor the district agricultural schools, not to speak of added income 
from gasoline inspection now for the first time included.

The false and shortsighted policy of attempting to protect 
the American shipbuilding industry by denying American regis- 
try to foreign-built ships, long since proved a lamentable failure. 
It not only brought no business to the American shipbuilder, 


‘but it drove the American shipowner to the signing of foreign 


crews and the protection of foreign flags. 

The shipowner is a business man just like the merchant and 
the banker; he is in business, as they are, not for sentiment but 
for profit. He bought his ships where he could get them cheap- 
est—abroad. Denied the protection of his own flag for his prop- 


accepted the inevitable and sailed under the flag of a toreign 
power. Thus the stars-and stripes disappeared from the seas and 
were seldom, if ever, seen in a foreign port except upon an Ameri- 
can man-ot-war. 

The Constitution has contended for years against the injus- 


’ 


tice and the unwisdom of this policy, which belittled American 
commerce abroad and brought no return, even to the pocket of 
the individual shipbuilder. 

It may be said that in this respect alone—the restoration of 
the flag to the seas—the Panama canal administration bill marks 
a turning point in the history of American commerce; for there 
are hundreds of foreign-built, American-owned vessels now en- 
gaged in the foreign trade that will shoot the stars and stripes to 
their mastheads as soon as the president signs the bill, and the 
forgotten colors will soon become familiar again to nations around 
the world. 

Coastwise ships. must still be built at home. American ship- 
builders. will retain that trade—all they have ever had; but the 
coastwise shipowner' is given the advantage of untaxed, materials 
which will reduce the cost of his vessels materially. ; 

The wisdom of the measure is again apparent in the limita- 
tion of free passage through the canal to American coastwise ships. 
Vessels bound from New York to Portland, or from New Or- 
leans to San Francisco, may pass through. 7 

Under the terms of the measure assured of passage American 
coastwise ships will be granted free passage through the canal, 
while American shrps bound to or from a foreign port must pay 
the same canal passage toll as those which bear a foreign flag. 
[i other words, a ship bound from Savannah to San Francisco 
would enjoy free passage of the canal, while an American ship 
bound from Savannah to Hongkong would be, required to pay 
the same toll as an English or any other foreign ship. 

A considerable howl has been raised because American ships 
engaged in foreign trade are not given the same free passage privi- 
lege as accorded an American ship engaged exclusively in Amer- 
ican coastwise trade, and yet congress has undoubtedly acted wisely 
in its differentiation. 

Whether right or wrong, the Hay-Pauncefote treaty of Igo! 
guaranteed the same rights and facilities to the canal to Ameri- 
can and foreign-owned ships. Before the building of the canal 
was well under way the world was solemnly put on notice by 
Uncle Sam that the enterprise was being undertaken by the United 
States for the benefit not only of its own commerce, but of the 
commerce of the world, and the good will of the nations of the earth 
was accordingly invited as an initial expression in the promotion 
of this, the greatest undertaking ever proposed for man. 

Our contract with the world in the Hay-Pauncefote treaty 
may have been an unwise pledge—but that is neither here nor 
there now. The fact remains that it is a pledge and the solemn 
word of Uncle Sam stands back of it, and this country would he 
placed in an indefensible position if it sought now to shirk the 
terms of a solemn obligation. 

The bill protects the American people from any possible ex- 
actions due to trust or railroad-owned waterway lines, and, taken 
altogether, is a measure which, certainly at this time, it would have 
been difficult to improve upon. It is a measure which must give 
an impetus to American commerce long needed to put it where it 
naturally belongs, in the forefront of world trade.

Philadelphia, August 15.—The United 
States submarine “G-4,” the first of its 
tvpe to be built in this country, Was 
launched at the Cramp shipyard today. 
While leaving the ways, the boat tilt- 
ed for a moment and two of the eighty 
workmen on board were thrown intv 
the water. They were not hurt. 

The “G-4" ig 157 feet 5% inches over 
all: 17 feet 6 inches beam. It has a 
displacement of 358 tons when in sur- 
face cruising condition and 458 tons 
submerged. 

Her armament consists of four tor- 
pedo tubes and eight 18-inch torpedoes, 
having a range of about 5,00 yards. 
The vessel is propelled on the surface 
by four six-cylinder gasoline engines, 
and by electric motors when submerg- 
ed. A surface speed of 14 Knots is cal- 
culated, with a submerged speed of 8 
to 9 knots. About twenty similar sub- 
' marines are now in use in the navies

MCKELWAY APPEALS 


TO THE FRIENDS OF 


CHILD LABOR REFORM 


Southern Secretary National 


Child Labor Committee 
Urges Fight for Next Year 


| Be Begun Now. 


To the Friends of Child Labor Re-' 
form in Georgia: The news today is! 
that the child labor bill was finally’ 
defeated in the senate, not being a@l- 
lowed to come to a vote. 

The history of this legislation, in. 
brief, is this: Last summer Myr,: 
Hooper Alexander, of DeKalb, intro-. 
duced in the house a child labor bill! 
which would have put Georgia abreast 
of her sister states if enacted into law.! 
It was favorably reported by the house! 
committee. In the closing days of the! 
first session certain manufacturers! 
appealed to Mr. Alexander té let the! 
bill go over until this session, in the 
effort to come to some official agree- 
ment on which both sides might stand. 


As a result the Georgia Cotton Manu- 


facturers’ association appointed a 
legislative committee, of which Mr. 
Samuel <A. Carter was chairman, tg 
act for them in the matter. A com- 
promise bill was duly agreed to and 
the agreement was confirmed by Presi- 
dent F. ~3. Gordon, of the association. lL 
desire to say that so far as I know 
these gentiemen have acted in good 
faith in the matter. 

This substitute bill was thereupon 
passed by the house by a vote of 1ll 
to 10. The house, ity amendment, 
eliminated children employed in mer- 
cantile establishments from the pro- 
posed bill. The house bill was report- 
ed, favorably and unanimously, by the 
senate committee on immigration and 
labor. Then the manufacturers com- 
Plained that the elimination of the 
children employed in mercantile estab- 
lishments was not carrying out the 
original agreement. Whereupon the 
bill was recommitted and the phrase 
“mercantile establishments” was in- 
Sserted by a committee amendment, 
This was early in the session. 

I had thought that this amendment 
would probably defeat the bil, but If 
acted in good faith and was the only 
one appearing before the full commit- 
tee, with a quorum present, in advo- 
cacy of the amendment. It is good 
legislation and is already the law in 
thirty-three states of the union. 

But individual manufacturers, al- 
though members of the association, did 
not recognize the binding nature of 
this official agreement and fired in 
their telegrams and letters in opposi- 
tion to the bill. Senator Copelan, him- 
Self a cotton manufacturer and a mem- 
ber of the association, successfuilv 
Opposed bringing the bill to a vete. 
He was a member of the rules com- 
mittee, which finally took cuarge of 
the business of the senate. His ¢x- 
cuse to me Was that he feared that the 
amended bill would not pass the house, 
Neither the house nor the senate was 
given the opportunity to say what 
they would do. 

Manifestiy an agreement that binds 
The de- 
feat of this bill leaves the Empire 
Stute of the South occupying the bad 
eminence of remaining the only gtcte 
in the union allowing 10-year-old chil- 
dren to work in factories, and the 
sixty-hour-week allows them to work 
eleven hours-a day. Government sta- 
tistics show that the children of tae 
cotton mills have a percentage of 
illiteracy four times as great as the 
white children of the same age, from 
10 to 14 years, in the state at large. 
Georgia cannot present a serene front 
to civilization while allowing this 
relic of barbarism to remain untouch- 
ed by law. 

The appeal is made to public senti- 
ment. to the humane sentiment of the 
people of Georgia, who are not inter- 
ested in the exploitation of children, 
except to bring it to an end. The 
time to begin the campaign before the 
legislature of 1913 is now. Make 
your candidates for the house and gen- 
ate tell you where they stand on the 
question of ending this abuse of child- 
hood. And Keep advising them of 
your position unti] a new legislature 
shall do your will and end the sname 
of our state in this regard. Mean- 
while the 10-year-old children must 
wait. 
in their behalf,
